Juſtices of both bodies , and the DoFors and Aldermen 
their aſhſtants. 


Hat the articles and clauſes of the ſtatute made in the firſt yeare of our late Soveraigne King Jas 8 
of happy memory , and all other orders made by his Majeſtic, or the Honourable Lords of his 
Privie-Councel for the relic and ordering of perſons infected with the plague, be duely executed 
and obſerved by all perſons whom they concern, upon ſuch pain and penalty as in the ſaid ſtatute 
) and orders is expreſſed, 
& Thatall ſearchers, examiners, or overſecrs of the vilited; all conſtables, churchwardens, and over- 
=< ſcers of the poore; all watchmen, and warders, and other perſons appointed to any office in their 
ſeyerall places do from time to time duely and trucly perform their pe—Saypud prone that charge which is given un- 
to them, upon pain of impriſonment,and ſuch further puniſhment as may be inflied by ſtatutes and orders upon ſuch 
perſons as contemne authority. | 


4 Concerning ſuſpelted perſons, bouſes, andwatchmen. 


That all ſearchers, examiners, or overſcers; all conſtables, churchwardens, and overſcers of the poore in this Town, do 
from time to time make enquiry after ſuch perſons as arc {ick in their pariſhes, and of what diſcaſes; and in caſe thatir 
be apparent,or ſuſpeRed to be of the plague, that they acquaint the chief examiner or overſeer with it, and preſently 
reſtrain acceſſe unto ſuſpeed houſes, and perſons, untill it appeare what the diſeaſe will prove: andif it provethe 
infetion, that the houle be ſhut up, and well watched night and day. 

That if any infeted houſhold be ſuffered to ſtay in the Town after the infeQion is known , that there be two watch. 
men appointed, one for the night, the other tor the day; and that the watchmen be very carefull that no perſons goin 
or out of ſuch infeted houſes, whereof they have charge, upon pain of ſevere puniſhment , and that ſuch watchmen 
do ſuch offices, and provide, and fetch ſuch neceſſaries for the perſons in the houſes infetedas they have necd of, 
and require; and that the watchmen appointed for the day weduall eight of the clock at night, and the watchmen 
for the nighe, untill ſix of the clock in the morning; the one nor to depart till the other come. 

Thatthe maſter, miſtreſſe, or dame of every houſe or family, ſoſoon as anyin the ſame falleth ſick of any diſcaſe , or 
complaineth either of botch, purple, or ſwelling, ſhall give knowledge thereof tothe ſearchers or examiners within 
two houres after the perſon is ſick,& ſuffer no perſons to enter intothe houſe without order from them, or one of them. 


Thatſo ſoon as it ſhall appeareto the ſearcher or examiner thatany perſon ina houſe or fawily is lick of the plague, the 
ſick and the whole ſh11l be ſequeſtred in the ſame houſe, if itbe poſſible, one from the other, and ſo continue with one 
perſon to attend the (ic k, and though the lick die nor,the whole houſhold ſhall be removed, if conveniently it may be, 


or {hue ,endihs hou will ainaly for Ha worthy atttre tat briorotheporivnein tbefic.aritiveetc; And ifany pore 
ſon ſhall have viſited, oraccompaniecd ary man knewn to be infected of the plague, or willingly entred into any 
known infected houle, the houſe wherein he inhabiecth (hall be ſhut up for ſo many dayes as the Court, or examiner 
ſhall chiok fir. 

That the buriall of the dead by this viſitation be alwaycs either before ſun-rifing, or after ſun-ſcrting with the privity of 
the cxaminers, or overſecrs, or churchwardens, and conſtables of the parilh; and that no neighbours or triends be 
ſuffered ro accompany the corps to Church , or rocnter, or come neare the houle vifited , or to ſtand gazing in the 
ſtreets as the corle is carried to buriall, or in burying, but oncly thoſe of the ſame houſe, and buriers., 

That no clothes , apparell, bedding, linen, wo!len, or other ſtuffe wharſoever, be ſuffered to be conveyed , or carried 
out of ary infefted houſes; and that a!l pawaing, buyirg, or receiving of any clothes , apparell, bedding, linen, wol- 
len, and other houſholdſtuffe whatſoever, be utterly torborn by all perſons whatſvever z And it any perſon ſhall be 
found to offend herein, his name to be preſented to the Courr. 

That if any perſon infeRed or ſuſpected to be infeted ſhall come or be conveyed from a place infeed to another place; 
the pariſh whence ſuch particis come or conveyed, {hall cauſe the perſon viſited, and fo eſcaped, tobe brought back 
again by night; and the parties in this caſe offending , or conſenting thereunto, to be puniſhed at tiic diſcretion of 
the Vicechancellour, and) Maior, and their Aſſiſtants ; and the houſe of the receiver of ſuch vilited perſon to be ſhure 
up twentie dayesart the leaſt. | 

That every houſe vilited be marked with ared crofſe in the midſt of the doore a foot long, evident to be ſeen, there to 
continueuntill lawfull inlargement of the ſame houſe, | 

That thoſe which watchor keep the viſited be not ſufferee ro paſſe the ſtreets, without a red rod of three foot in length 
in their hands held up cvident to be ſeen, and not tocame into the mat kers, or other houſes then their own, nor tore- 
ceive any money butin water, or goods from the houſcor perſons they watch, and to abltain from company, eſpeci- 
ally when they have been uſed in attending the viliced, 

' Whereas for the better preſervation of the Countrey- people, and inhabitants of this Town,thereare certain _ ap- 
pointed to buy provilion for the perſons infected or ſuſpeRed, that thoſe perſons which do daily attend the markets 
in their ſeverall courſes do keep our all ſuch as dwell nare the infeted, and do buy ſuch provition and other neceſla- 
rics as they arc intreated by the watchmen, and the ſame deliver untothe watchmen art the places appointed on the 
outlides of the Town, and not ſuffer any watchman , or other perſon dwelling in ſuſpeRed places to come into the 
Townor market, to fear or indanger the Countrey-people thatcome to (ell. 


C Concerning publique aſſemblies. 

That all publique aſſemblies at burials of the dead, chriſtenings, marclages, and churchiogs, and viſieation of the icky 
be as much forborn as poſſibly may be, and no pzrſon admitted into the houſe where any infected or oa perſors 
arc, and that upon no occaſion there be ſuffered any flacking or thronging of people a. cm nor an ing inthe 
ſtreers, lanes, or back waycs in or about the Town : And if any happen, that the watchmen, churchwardens, over- 
ſcers, orconſtables preſcne their names to the Vicechancellour and Maior in the Court every Munday and Thurſday, 
and of thoſe that give occaſion of the ſame, | |

Dom. 1625. All which and every particular of the ſame , they require and command all perſons whom they doe or may 
concerne, duly to obſerve and keepe vpon paine of impriſonment, and ſuch further punſment as may bee inflitted vox the ſcverall of cncers 
herein, by the Lawes of this Lavd, and other Orders and (ompoſitions beretofore in ſuch caſe; made and agreed vpon, 


HAT the high Conſtables and petty Conſtables within this Towne, and the Liberties of the ſame, doe preſently warne and ſet a ſufficient 
Watch and Ward inthe vſual! places of this Towne , and the Liberties of che ſame; to be kept by all perſons, aſwell priviledged as others 

{| in theircourſes. Andthe Watch to continue from nineof the clocke at Night, till fine in the Morning ; and the Ward from hue in the 
Morning vntil nine of the clocke in the Evening : And that the Conſtable giue this charge tothe Watchers and Warders,and that the Wat 
chers and Warders doe duely obſerve the ſame, vpon paine of impriſonment. 


III That the Churchwardens, Conſtables, and Overſcers of every pariſh, doe every day, (and oftner if there be cauſe) make inquirie and ſearch in all Innes, 
Alchouſes and other houſes within their Pariſh, for all thr” Lancs and trangers,that are or ſhall be lodged or recciued in any of them: and if they find, 
feare, or ſuſpe@, any of them did come from any part of Londoy, or other place vitited; that preſently they diſcharge them, and giue notice of the Hoſt 
or receiver of them}, to Mr. Vicechancellor or M-. Major, or ſome Iuſtice of Peace, that they may yndergoe ſuch puniſhment, as ſhall be thought fir 
by the foreſaid Vicechancellor and Major. | 


I1IT Thatif in ſuch ſearch, or at any other time the ſaid Churchwardens, Conſtables, or Overſcers, or any of them, doe obſerue and ſce, or ſhall be credibly 
informed of any drunken perſons, ſwearers, or blaſphemers: or fiade, or beinformed that any perſons doe remaine idle, miſpending their time indrin- 
king, gaming, or otherwiſe, within any Taverne, Inne, Alchouſe, or other place within this Towne, or Liberties of rhe ſame, that without favqur, or 
any parrialitie, they ſce them preſently puniſhed, according to the Statute in ſuch caſes proyided z or make preſent complaint of them and their recei. 
vers, tothe Vicechancellor and Major. 


V That no perſon doecarry, orrecarry any Paſſengers , goods , wares , or marchandiſe by lan or water, from this Towne to Londen, or from Longou 
to or towards this Tow , except it be for his Maieſtics vic ; and except Francis Adcoch,, who onely is allowed to carry and recarry Letters, and nos 
thing cle. 


VI That the aforeſaid Churchwardens, Conſtables , an | Overſcers, doe from time totime take care, that all in':abitants an4 other p*:ſons within their ſe- 
verall pariſhes, doe pave, gravell, water, ſweepe, and clcanſe their doores, channells, ireers ond lancs which belong ynto them every Teyyſday and $a- 
rurday : and to ſufferno muckhills eo remaine in any pen: houſes or yards: nor any hogs to de kept in any houſes, or pent yards in the Towne, nor to 
come in the [treets, or lants of this Towne: nor any Butchers to kill any beaſts at their doores, or ia their ſhops: nor Farriers to bleed any beaſt at their 
ſhops, or doores, nor in the (treetes, except they receiuc the blood, garbage, and other fl: into ſome veſſel » and the ſame preſently conyay tothe 
common muckhill on the backſide of the Towne, 


VII That noperſon buy any goods brought into this Towne by ary ſtrangers; or carried about the Towne to be ſold by them, or any others of this Towne, 
ypon paine of impriſonment, 

VIII ThattheGenerall and publique Faſt ( by bis Maieſtics Proclamation and Orders publiſhed) appointed to be kept ypon Wedneſday the xx. of this inſtane 
July, and ſo every Wedneſday, be obſeryed and kept religiouſly, and ſolemnly vpon thoſe dayes. And that the Miniſters of eyery Pariſh doe giue pub. 
like warning,that the Pariſhioners themſelues,and their families and ſeryants be wholly exerciſed vpon thoſe dayes in holy prayer godly meditations, 
and reverent hearing of the Scriptures cither read or preached; and tha they ſhut vp their ſhops, and forbeare all bodily labours, bargaining, buying, 
and ſelling vpon thoſe dayes. 

IX Thatmorning Prayers ypon thoſe dayes ſhall begin at nine of the clocke inthe forenoone, and they and the ſermon end at eleuen of the clocke; and after- 
noone Prayers beginne at one of the clocke in the afternoon and they and the Sermon end at three of the clocke; and that all Churches be well watered 
' and cooled, before morning and euening Prayers every Sabbath day, and every Wedneſday, and the caſements opened, and the glafſe of ſome of the 
chiefeſt windowes taken downe, to coole the Church , and prevent che danger that may happen by the pear and cloſe ayre in this hot ſeaſon. 


X That all perſons take heed, that they ſpend not any part of thoſe dayes in playes, paſtimes, idlenefſe, haunting of Tavernes , Innes, or Alchouſeg; 
lacivious wantonnes, ſurffeting, or drunkennefſe, which are che proper finnes of this Nation, for which the heauy diſpleaſure and wrath of God is fallen 


Vponys. 


XI That the price of every meale forborne yponthe dayes of Faſt, be gathered by the Churchwardens and Overſeers of every Pariſh , and written in 8 
booke of whom they receiye it, and the ſame reſerved in their hands, yacill it be diſpoſed of by the Vicechancellor and Major, according to the tenor 
of the Order publiſhed. 


XII And further the ſaid Vicechancellor and Major' doc in his Maieſties Name ftraightly _— and command all Conſtables, Churchwardens, and Overſeers 
of every Pariſh in this Towne, to take eſpeciall care , that all perſons doe obſerve and keepe the ſaid Faſt according to the ſaid Orders and DireQions: 
= _ they preſent the narmes of all offenders herein, that they may yndergoe the ſeyereſt puniſhment that may be inflited ypon offenders in 

s kind. 

XIII Andlaftly, itis ordered, that if any perſon ſhall refuſe to obey theſe Orders, or any of them ; or to be ordered by the ſaid Churchwardens , Conftabl 

and Overſcers, Watchers and Warders, or any of themg in any matter hereby given them in charge; or ſhall renſ them, or _ of them; or mainteine, 


or reſcue any offender herein, that then the ſaid Conſtables ſhall commir ſuch offenders to the Gaole, there toremaine vacill they berceleaſed by their 
competent Iudge, and be bound with ſufficient Suretics to their good behaviour. |
